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NEW  ASSISTANTS  TO  TWELVE 

TWO  NEW  Assistants  to  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  were  sustained  at  the  recent  semi-annual 
General  Conference  of  the  Church.  The  num- 
ber was  reduced  to  six  in  August  with  the  death 
of  Elder  Clifford  E.  Young 

The  two  brethren  called  are  Elder  William  A. 
Critchlow,  Jr.  and  Elder  Alvin  R.  Dyer.  At 
the  time  of  his  call,  Elder  Critchlow  was  serv- 
ing as  a  stake  president.  Elder  Dyer  had 
recently  been  released  as  President  of  the  Central 
States  Mission  in  the  United  States. 

Naming  two  Assistants  to  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  was  an  indication  of  the  increased 
leadership  load  that  intense  Church  activity  is 
demanding.  This  is  the  first  time  there  have 
been  eight  assistants  to  the  Council.

WELFARE  PLAN  FEATURED 

THE  OCTOBER  11  issue  of  the  Saturday  Evening  Post,  on  the  news 
stands  sometime  in  November,  features  an  illustrated  article  on  the 
Welfare  Programme  of  the  Church.  Captioned,  "The  Saints  Roll  Up 
Their  Sleeves",  the  article  outlines  the  beginnings  of  the  Welfare  Plan, 
tracing  its  growth,  illustrating  its  scope  and  operation. 
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THOSE  who  followed  Christ  in 
Palestine  found  out  that 
Christianity  was  a  hard  religion 
both  to  believe  and  to  live. 

It  was  hard  for  them  to  believe 
that  Jesus  was  the  Son  of  God.  It 
was  difficult  to  believe  that  He — 
or  anyone — would  or  could  come 
back  from  the  dead  in  a  literal, 
physical  resurrection. 

The  Christians  were  looked  down 
upon,  persecuted,  maligned.  They 
were  stigmatised.  To  call  a  per- 
son a  Christian  was  to  place  upon 
him  an  ugly  epithet.  Christianity 
was  unpopular  and  everywhere 
spoken  against.  People  who  joined 
the  Church  were  not  only  scorned, 
but  actually  persecuted.  Some 
were  killed.  Mothers  were  turned 
against  daughters,  sons  against 
fathers,  because  of  it. 

The  sacrifices  required  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  of  that  day 
were  such  that  only  the  most 
hardy  converts  stayed  with  the 
faith.  It  is  recorded  that  in  spite 
of  the  thousands  who  followed 
Jesus  and  were  fed  miraculously, 
and  who  hailed  him  on  his  trium- 
phant entry  into  Jerusalem,  there 
were  only  120  who  assembled  on 
the  day  of  Pentecost. 

Why  was  Christianity  such  a 
hard-to-believe  and  hard-to-live 
religion? 

Mormonism  followed  an  exact 
parallel  to  early  Christianity  in 
this  respect.  And  so  it  should. 
MORMONISM  also  is  a  hard-to- 
believe  and  hard-to-live  re- 
ligion. It  was  as  hard  for  modern 
day  people  to  believe  that  Joseph 
Smith  saw  God  as  it  was  for  the 


Jews  to  believe  that  Jesus  was  the 
son  of  God,  not  of  Joseph.  It  was 
as  hard  for  modern  day  people  to 
believe  in  the  coming  forth  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon  as  it  was  for  the 
ancient  Jews  to  grasp  the  resurrec- 
tion. 

Mormonism,  too,  was  hated.  It 
became  a  stigma  to  be  called  a 
Mormon,  an  epithet.  Persecution 
followed  its  adherents,  even  to 
death  for  many  of  them.  The 
Saints  were  driven  from  pillar  to 
post;  mobs  drove  them  from  their 
homes  and  forced  them  to  cross 
mountains  and  prairies  to  a  desert 
valley  where  they  found  refuge. 
And  why? 

The  reason  for  this  difficulty  in 
both  early  Christianity  and 
modern  Mormonism  is  the  same. 
It  was  a  method  of  sifting.  The 
"loaves  and  fishes"  followers  of  the 
Christ  left  when  the  "going  was 
hard".    It  was  so  in  our  day. 

In  both  early  Christian  times 
and  in  our  day,  the  Kingdom  of 
God  was  being  set  up.  But  it 
must  be  built  upon  a  rock,  not 
upon  shifting  sands,  not  upon 
vacillating  personalities,  nor  upon 
"loaves  and  fishes"  followers. 
SO  IMPORTANT  was  the  king- 
dom that  it  must  be  built  by 
those  who  love  it  above  all  else, 
who  would  follow  the  Christ  and 
His  prophets  come  what  may,  who 
would  truly  "take  up  their  cross" 
and  follow  him.  They  must  be 
able  to  say  with  Job,  "Though  He 
slay  me,  yet  will  I  trust  in  Him." 

So  the  hard  times,  the  persecu- 
tions, the  difficulties  of  belief  and 
practice,  all  joined  together  to  sift 
out  those  who  were  not  willing  to 
give  their  all. 

That  is  why  our  pioneers  were 
such  stalwarts.  They  had  given 
all  they  had  for  their  religion.  They

WHAT  constitutes  "gambling" 
insofar  as  the  Church  func- 
tions are  concerned.  For  example, 
"estimating"  how  many  beans  in 
a  bag  or  bottle;  "estimating"  the 
weight  of  a  cake,  etc.?  Would  you 
please  draw  a  clear  line  between 
"chance"  and  "skill"  in  this 
matter. 

ANSWER: 

The  Transvaal  District  Presi- 
dency who  sent  in  this  question 
also  inadvertently  provided  the 
answer — they  reasoned  thus:  "If 
there  is  any  doubt  about  the  act 
and  there  is  likely  to  be  any 
offence  caused,  then  we  feel  our 
branches  should  keep  clear  of  it". 
In  discussing  the  matter  with 
Elder  Lee,  he  gave  in  effect  the 
same  answer;  the  Church  counsel 
is  intended  to  discourage  any  kind 
of  "gambling"  which  includes 
games  of  chance.  There  is  no  ob- 
jection to  games  of  skill,  but  said 
Elder  Lee,  "If  as  you  examine  the 


various  games  you  have  doubt  con- 
cerning a  single  one,  then  leave  it 
alone."

were  willing  to  give  their  lives,  too, 
as  some  did.  God  could  depend 
upon  them.  They  had  come 
through  the  crucible.  They  had 
stood  the  test.  They  had  been 
faithful  over  a  few  things,  now 
they  could  be  made  rulers  over 
many. 

That  is  God's  method. 

But  the  sifting  goes  on,  even 
though  the  pioneer  days  are  past. 
The  Saints  of  today  are  being 
sifted,  too,  although  they  may  not 
realize  it.  But  through  the 
present-day  sifting,  men  and 
women  and  boys  and  girls  are 
proving  their  faith,  or  losing  it. 
They  are  being  separated,  even  as 
were  the  pioneers,  and  by  pro- 
cesses just  as  sure. 
SOME  ARE  BEING  sifted  by  the 
pressure  of  social  life.     Some 


by  the  word  of  Wisdom,  some  by 
tithing,  others  by  style  and  fashion 
in  dress,  still  others  by  their  atti- 
tude toward  the  leaders  of  the 
Church.  Some  are  being  sifted  by 
false  teachers  who  come  among 
the  people,  teaching  erroneous  doc- 
trines, as  was  the  the  case  in  the 
days  of  Peter  and  Paul. 

This  sifting  is  a  stern  reality. 
Some  leave  the  Church  through 
this  sifting,  some  become  inactive. 
Some  allow  the  ease  of  wealth 
and  luxury  to  lull  them  into 
spiritual  sleep.  No  matter  how  it 
comes,  there  is  a  sifting.  No  one  is 
exempt  from  it. 

How  will  you  stand  when  the 
sifting  process  is  over?  Will  you 
be  on  the  Lord's  side,  or  through 
the  sifting  will  you  have  chosen 
another  way? 
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AN  OPEN  LETTER 

October  24,  1958. 

Our  Dearly  Beloved  Saints  and  Friends  of  the  South  African  Mission: 

Our  most  delightful  tour  of  your  beautiful  and  interesting  country 
during  the  last  three  weeks  has  now  come  to  an  end.  How  we  have 
admired  your  gorgeous  flowers,  your  magnificent  sea  coasts  and  the 
unusual  panorama  of  changing  scenes  in  the  cities  or  in  the  countryside ! 
Truly  this  is  a  land  of  extremes  and  contrasts  of  peoples,  climates  and 
industries  —  a  diversity  sufficient  to  attract  and  to  challenge  all  who 
come  within  your  borders.  It  has  been  indeed  educational  to  read  the 
comments  of  statesmen  striving  to  find  a  solution  for  baffling  racial  and 
political  problems  within  the  Union  and  in  the  Federation. 

In  the  midst  of  all  this  we  have  discovered  among  a  handful  of 
choice  people  scattered  here  and  there  the  Pearl  of  Great  Price,  as 
brilliant  and  as  appealing  as  a  beautiful  blue-white  diamond  from  the 
Kimberley  mines.  In  some  it  seemed  to  be  cut  and  polished  and  refined 
in  order  to  reflect  its  true  beauty.  We  saw  it  in  well-mannered  little  boys 
and  girls;  its  reflections  were  flashed  in  the  joyous  songs  and  dances  of 
youth;  and  deeper  yet  in  the  virtue  and  honesty,  and  sobriety  which 
could  be  perceived  in  a  quite  unselfish  service,  in  a  fervent  prayer,  and 
in  the  sermons  and  admonitions  of  the  righteous.  This  rare  gem,  more 
valuable  than  diamonds  and  more  precious  than  gold,  is  the  Gospel  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  now  being  lived  and  taught  by  a  handful  of 
humble  people  who  are  sometimes  called  Mormons  but  who  are  in  reality, 
Saints  of  the  Most  High  God.  Indeed  if  the  Gospel  were  to  be  accepted 
by  the  nations,  therein  would  be  found  the  solution  for  all  that  affects 
mankind. 

Our  short  stay  among  you  has  been  most  rewarding.  Your  testi- 
monies, your  faith  and  courage  have  strengthened  ours.  We  shall 
always  love  you  for  your  loyalty,  your  hospitality,  your  generosity,  and 
your  steadfastness  to  duty. 

We  have  admonished  you  to  live  as  you  profess  and  pray,  and  to  be 
as  a  'light  set  upon  a  hill  which  cannot  be  hid'  that  all  with  whom  you 
come  in  contact  may  'glorify  Our  Father  which  is  in  Heaven'  by  becom- 
ing members  of  His  Church.  Present  yourselves  therefore  always  before 
all  men  as  those  who  have  taken  upon  themselves  the  name  of  the 
Saviour,  'having  a  determination  to  serve  him  to  the  end  and  to  be 
witnesses  of  Him  in  all  things,  at  all  times,  and  in  all  places  wherever 
you  may  be  even  until  death.'  If  you  will  so  do,  joy  will  be  yours,  angels 
will  attend  you,  and  a  crown  of  righteousness  will  await  you  for  ever 
more  in  the  Eternal  Home  where  God  and  Christ    dwell. 

And  so  we  bid  farewell  until  we  shall  meet  again.  We  earnestly  pray 
for  you  and  admonish  you  to  be  one  in  your  branches  and  in  your 
districts  by  following  the  counsel  and  leadership  of  those  set  apart  to 
preside  over  you  in  this  mission  and  the  subdivisions  thereof.  May 
peace  be  with  you  always.

MY  brethren  and  sisters,  please 
believe  me  that  never  before 
have  I  felt  so  keenly  the  need  of 
your  sympathetic  co-operation, 
and  particularly  the  guidance  of 
the  Spirit  of  the  Lord.  I  have  in 
mind  and  in  my  heart  the  feeling 
that  the  religious  influence,  sin- 
cere religious  influence  in  the 
heart,  or  life  of  the  individual,  is 
the  most  refining  influence  in  the 
world.  That  spirit  has  actuated 
each  one,  I  am  sure,  who  has 
spoken  to  us  in  previous  sessions 
of  this  Conference,  and  I  should 
like  to  emphasize  that  with  your 
help  and  the  inspiration  of  the 
Lord  in  the  few  remarks  that  I 
make  on  this  occasion. 

It  is  a  wonderful  influence — to 
see  this  vast  audience,  to  realize 
that  the  Assembly  Hall  and  Bar- 
ratt  Hall  was  crowded,  and  that 
tens  of  thousands  are  listening  in 
by  television  and  radio  this  morn- 
ing. 


Jesus,  in  a  wonderful  prayer — I 
think  it  must  have  been  the  most 
impressive  ever  offered  in  this 
world — said  these  words: 

"And  now  I  am  no  more  in  the 
world,  but  these   (referring  to  the 


members  of  the  twelve  who  knelt 
with  him)  are  in  the  world,  and  I 
come  to  thee,  Holy  Father,  keep 
through  thine  own  name  those 
whom  thou  hast  given  me,  that 
they  may  be  one,  as  we  are  .  .  . 

"I  pray  not  that  thou  shouldest 
take  tnem  out  of  the  world,  but 
tnat  tnou  snouldest  keep  them 
from  the  evil."  (John  17:11,  15.) 

A  number  of  years  ago,  a  stake 
president  upon  being  noneurabiy 
released  from  his  position  in  whicn 
he  had  served  well,  made  the  re- 
mark: "Now  I  am  reduced  to  just 
a  humble  member."  Because  he 
had  been  released  he  felt  that  he 
had  lost  something.  Well,  he  had, 
he  had  lost  the  privilege  of  serv- 
ing the  members  of  his  stake  as 
president,  for  to  be  a  stake  presi- 
dent, or  to  hold  any  other  position 
in  the  Church,  is  an  honour  as 
well  as  a  great  responsibility.  But 
to  be  a  lay  member  is  also  a  great 
obligation  as  well  as  a  great  oppor- 
tunity. 

Membership  is  obtained  by 
baptism,  which  is  at  once  a  burial 
and  a  birth — a  burial  of  the  old 
person,  with  all  his  frailties,  faults 
and  sins,  if  any,  and  a  coming 
forth  to  walk  in  a  newness  of  life. 
Backbiting,  faultfinding,  slander, 
profanity,  uncontrolled  temper, 
avarice,  jealousy,  hatred,  intem- 
perance, fornication,  lying,  cheat- 
ing, are  all  buried.  That  is  part 
of  what  baptism  by  immersion 
signifies.  "Except  a  man  be  born 
again  he  cannot  see  the  Kingdom 
of  God,"  said  Jesus  to  Nicodemus, 
He  comes  forth  to  walk  in  a  new- 
ness of  life,  signifying  that  in  the 
new  life  ahead  there  will  be  an 
effort  to  maintain  honesty,  loyalty, 
chastity,  benevolence,  and  of 
doing  good  to  all  men. 

Wadsworth  once  said  of  Milton: 
"Thy  soul  was  like  a  star  and  dwelt 
apart."  That  is  what  membership 
in  the  Church  does  to  those  who 
keep  the  ideals  they  profess. 
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CHURCH 
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James  said  that,  "Pure  religion 
and  undefiled  before  God  the 
Father  is  this,  to  visit  the  father- 
less and  the  widows  in  their  afflic- 
tion, and  to  keep  himself  un- 
spotted from  the  world."  (James 
1:  27.) 

. .  It  is  in  this  sense  of  keeping  our- 
selves "unspotted"  from  the  world 
that  the  lay  members,  as  officers, 
are  obligated. 

Speaking  of  the  Apostles,  Jesus 
prayed,  "These  are  in  the  world 
...  I  pray  not  that  thou  shouldest 
take  them  out  of  the  world,  but 
that  thou  shouldest  keep  them 
from  evil." 

In  the  Book  of  Mormon,  in  the 
42nd  Chapter  of  Alma,  we  are  told 
why  the  children  of  God  are  here 
in  the  world — namely,  to  mingle 
with  the  sons  of  men,  to  gain  an 
experience  that  will  bring  them 
back  to  God,  but  not  to  partake  of 
the  sins  of  the  world.  The  Saviour 
said  to  his  Apostles  on  the  same 
evening  that  he  offered  that  beau- 
tiful prayer:  "Be  of  good  cheer,  for 


I  have  overcome  the  world."  Going 
soon  to  meet  his  Father,  he 
admonished  them  to  follow  his 
example,  praying  that  God  should 
not  take  them  out  of  the  world, 
but  should  keep  them  from  evil. 

I  have  never  met  a  member  of 
the  Church  who  would  not  ex- 
press himself,  and,  if  occasion 
arose,  who  did  not  so  express  him- 
self, as  being  willing  to  defend  his 
membership  if  this  Church  were 
attacked.  I  have  seen  boys  appar- 
ently indifferent  to  Church  interest, 
on  occasions  stand  out  and  express 
defiance  of  an  attack  upon  the 
Church.  All  very  commendable, 
but  perhaps  at  the  very  moment 
of  that  gallant  defence  there  were 
encroachments  upon  their  souls 
which  weakened  their  power  to 
defend  the  truth.  Trees  that  can 
stand  in  the  midst  of  the  hurri- 
cane often  yield  to  the  destroying 
pests  that  can  scarcely  be  seen 
with  the  microscope,  and  the 
greatest  foes  of  humanity  today 
are  those  unseen .  .microscopic 
microbes  that  attack  the  body. 
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So  there  are  influences  at  work 
in  society  which  are  undermining 
the  manhood  and  womanhood  of 
today.  It  is  these  unseen  in- 
nuences  which  come  from  the 
world  that  influence  us  when  we 
are  least  prepared  to  defend  our- 
selves, when  we  do  not  withstand 
tne  encroachments  of  these  evil  in- 
fluences, when  we  weaken  the  pos- 
sibility of  defending  the  Church 
of  Christ.  This  is  an  individual 
work.  What  the  individuals  are, 
that  the  aggregate  is.  Jesus  in- 
fluenced individuals,  knowing  that 
if  the  individual  is  pure,  strong,  a 
thousand  individuals  would  make 
a  strong  community,  and  a  thous- 
and communities  would  make  a 
strong  nation.  Individual  re- 
sponsibility! 

Some  time  ago  a  party  of  friends 
were  driving  over  a  beautiful 
valley  not  far  from  Salt  Lake  City. 
They  passed  a  wheat  field.  It  was 
an  impressive  sight  to  see  that  dry 
farm  of  wheat,  and  one  of  the 
party  expressed  admiration  of  the 
luxuriant  growth  in  the  field,  and 
looked  at  it  in  general.  There  it 
stood,  apart  from  the  sagebrush 
and  barren  surroundings.  But 
another  member  of  the  party  was 
not  satisfied  with  looking  at  in  the 
aggregate.  He  asked  the  convey- 
ance to  stop.  Getting  out,  he 
loolced  at  the  individual  heads  of 
wheat,  and  exclaimed,  "What 
large  heads!"  He  cut  an  indi- 
vidual stalk  which  gave  him  that 
impression.  But  that  was  not 
enough.  He  broke  the  head,  shuf- 
fled it  in  his  hands,  blew  the  chaff 
away  and  examined  each  kernel. 
"The  kernels,"  continued  he,  "are 
plump  ana  soiid."  After  all,  the  test 
of  that  wheat  field  was  the  indi- 
vidual kernel  of  wheat,  and  so  it  is 
in  a  community — so  it  is  in  the 
Church. 

The  test  of  the  efficiency  of 
God's  people,  is  an  individual  one. 

"What  is  each  one  doing,"  one 
should  ask,  "to  foster  the  group 
known  as  the  Church  of  Christ  in 
the  world?  Is  he  living  so  that  he 
is  keeping  unspotted  from  the 
evils  of  the  world?"    God  wants  us 


here.  His  plan  of  redemption,  so 
far  as  we  are  concerned,  is  here, 
and  we,  my  fellow  workers  in  the 
Church  of  Christ,  are  carrying  the 
responsibility  of  testifying  to  the 
world  that  God's  truth  has  been 
revealed;  that  men  and  women  can 
live  in  this  world,  free  and  uncon- 
taminated  from  the  sins  thereof, 
following  as  nearly  as  humanly 
possible,  Jesus  as  he  walked  about 
two  and  a  half  years  in  his  day. 

Now  what  do  we  mean  by  the 
world?  I  take  it  that  the  world 
refers  to  the  inhabitants  who  are 
alienated  from  the  Saints  of  God. 
They  are  alien  to  the  Church,  and 
it  is  the  spirit  of  this  alienation 
from  which  we  should  keep  our- 
selves free.  We  are  told  by  Paul 
not  to  conform  to  the  fashions  of 
the  world.  Timothy  was  warned 
not  to  partake  of  tne  evils  of  the 
world.    One  or  two  I  quote: 

"Flee  also  youthful  lusts;  but 
follow  righteousness,  faith,  charity, 
peace,  with  them  that  call  on  the 
Lord  out  of  a  pure  heart."  II 
Timothy  2:  22.)  Zion  is  the  pure 
in  heart,  we  have  been  told,  and 
the  strength  of  this  Church  lies  in 
the  purity  of  the  thoughts  and  lives 
of  its  workers.  Then  the  testimony 
of  Jesus  abides  in  the  soul,  and 
strength  comes  to  each  individual 
to  withstand  the  evils  of  the  world. 

Temptations  come  in  our  social 
gatherings.  They  come  to  us  at 
our  weddings.  They  come  to  us  in 
our  politics.  They  come  to  us  in 
our  business  relations,  on  the 
farm,  in  the  mercantile  establish- 
ments, in  our  dealings  in  all  affairs 
of  life.  In  our  home  associations 
we  find  insidious  influences  work- 
ing, and  it  is  when  they  manifest 
themselves  in  the  consciousness  of 
each  individual  that  the  defence 
of  truth  should  exert  itself. 

There  may  never  come  a  great 
opportunity  to  defend  the  Church. 
"It  may  not  be,"  as  we  sing,  "on 
the  mountain  height  or  over  the 
stormy  sea;  It  may  not  be  at  the 
battle's  front  my  Lord  will  have 
need  of  me ;  But  if,  by  a  still,  small 
voice  he  calls  to  paths  that  I  do 
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not  know,  I'll  answer,  dear  Lord, 
with  my  hand  in  thine:  I'll  go 
where  you  want  me  to  go." 

When  that  still,  small  voice  calls 
us  to  the  performance  of  duty,  in- 
significant though  it  may  seem, 
and  its  performance  unknown  to 
anyone  save  the  individual  and 
God,  he  who  responds  gains  corre- 
sponding strength.  Temptation 
often  comes  in  the  same  quiet  way. 
Perhaps  yielding  to  it  may  not  be 
known  by  anyone  save  the  indi- 
vidual and  his  God,  but  if  he  does 
yield  to  it  he  becomes  to  that  ex- 
tent weakened,  and  spotted  with 
the  evil  of  the  world. 

Let  me  cite  an  instance :  A  young 
missionary  was  invited  to  a  wed- 
ding in  a  foreign  country,  at 
which  two  of  his  acquaintances 
were  joined  together  in  bonds  of 
matrimony,  the  ceremony  being 
performed  by  a  minister  of  another 
church.  The  young  man  was  the 
only  member  of  the  Mormon 
Church  present  amids  the  100  or 
more  guests  at  the  table  in  the 
hotel.  By  each  plate  was  a  wine 
cup,  filled  to  the  brim,  and  also  a 
cup  of  water.  After  the  ceremony, 
as  the  guests  were  all  in  their 
places,  the  minister  arose  and 
said :  "Now  I  propose  that  the  com- 
pany drink  to  the  health  of  the 
newly  married  couple."  They  all 
arose.  Now  propriety  suggested 
that  this  young  man  take  up  the 
wine  in  his  wine  cup.  But  he  was 
a  missionary.  He  belonged  to  a 
Church  that  preaches  a  Word  of 
Wisdom.  Science  has  proved  it  to 
be  indeed  a  Word  of  Wisdom.  He 
was  preaching  that,  and  he  was 
pretending  to  live  it.  Here  was  a 
time  when  he  could  indulge.  No 
one  would  know — indeed,  it  seemed 
to  be  the  act  of  propriety,  but  he 
resisted.  Now  was  the  opportuniy 
to  defend  his  Church  and  that  is 
what  he  did.  He  took  the  glass  of 
water.  Some  of  his  immediate 
friends  by  him,  dropping  their  wine 
cups  followed  his  example,  and  at 
least  half  a  dozen  wine  glasses  re- 
mained untouched.  Others  saw  it, 
and  the  circumstances  furnished 
an  excellent  opportunity  to  con- 
verse with  those  guests  upon  the 


Word  of  Wisdom. 

Now,  was  he  humilited?  No.  He 
was  strengthened.  Were  the  guests 
embarrassed?  No.  Did  they  feel  to 
condemn  him?  None.  Condemna- 
tion was  replaced  by  admiration, 
as  it  always  is  in  the  hearts  of  in- 
telligent and  God-fearing  men  and 
women. 

Converts  to  the  truth  walk  out  of 
the  waters  of  baptism  with  a  glow 
upon  their  countenances,  especially 
after  confirmation  which  they  have 
never  had  before.  They  realize 
that  they  have  taken  upon  them- 
selves the  name  of  Christ,  and 
covenant  to  walk  in  accordance 
with  the  ideals  of  his  gospel.  Dur- 
ing Sunday  School  and  Sacrament 
meetings  they  are  permited  to 
make  a  covenant,  as  does  every  lay 
member.  In  the  presence  of  his 
fellow  members  of  the  Church,  he 
covenants  before  God  that  he  is 
willing  to  take  upon  him  the  name 
of  the  Son,  to  always  remember 
Him  and  keep  His  commandments 
which  He  has  given  him,  and  by 
so  doing  to  always  have  the  Spirit 
of  the  Lord  to  be  with  him.  That 
is  true  religion. 

What  a  covenant  for  every  lay 
member!  Is  he  virtuous  in  thought 
and  action?  Is  he  dealing  honestly 
with  the  neighbour  in  the  horse 
and  cattle  trade,  in  the  purchase 
of  property,  in  any  business  tran- 
sactions? If  he  believes  in  the 
covenants  he  has  made,  if  he  is 
true  to  the  covenants  he  has 
made,  if  he  believes  in  the  efficacy 
of  the  Church  to  which  he  belongs, 
he  has  obligated  himself  to  do 
these  things.  If  called  to  a  prom- 
inent position,  it  is  his  duty  to  be 
true,  and  he  is  more  obligated 
than  ever  to  set  an  example  to 
others.  He  may  not  be  called, 
however,  but  his  membership  in 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  obli- 
gates him  to  these  high  ideals. 
Only  in  that  way  can  religion  be- 
come the  most  influential  and 
potent  power  in  life. 

It  is  generally  understood  that 
every  member  of  the  Church 
should    be   a     missionary-     He    is 
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probably  not  authorized  to  go  from 
house  to  house,  but  he  is  author- 
ized by  virtue  of  his  membership 
to  set  a  proper  example  as  a  good 
neighbour.  Neighbours  are  watch- 
ing him.  Neighbours  are  watch- 
ing his  children.  He  is  a  light, 
and  it  is  his  duty  not  to  have  that 
light  hidden  under  a  bushel,  but  it 
should  be  set  up  on  a  hill  that  all 
men  may  be  guided  thereby. 

Here  is  a  good  example  of  how 
a  lay  member  may  preach  by 
example: 

Over  a  hundred  years  ago  a  man 
in  his  early  forties  who  had 
already  won  distinction  as  a  great 
writer  heard  of  a  company  of 
Mormons  who  would  be  sailing 
from  the  docks  in  London  on  a 
certain  day  in  June.  In  charge  of 
those  Mormons  was  Elder  George 
Q.  Cannon.  It  was  an  emigrant 
ship.  The  great  writer,  Charles 
Dickens,  was  then  writing  what 
afterwards  became  known  as  "The 
Uncommercial  Traveller".  He  took 
his  pad  and  paper,  walked  down 
to  the  docks.  You  who  have  read 
this  book  will  remember  how  he  de- 
scribes those  docks  and  the  various 
characters  around  them.  He  got 
permission  from  the  Captain  to  go 
aboard  the  vessel  which  had  been 
chartered  to  carry  800  Mormons 
across  the  sea  on  their  journey  to 
Great  Salt  Lake. 

He  recognized  the  passangers  as 
coming  from  Wales,  some  from 
Scotland,  some  from  Yorkshire, 
and  others  from  near  London.  He 
listened  to  the  inspector  call  their 
names — Jesse  Jobson,  Sophronia 
Jobson — lay  members  of  the 
Church.  Next  group:  Susanna 
Cleverly,  William  Cleverly,  etc. — 
layman  after  layman  passed 
aboard  the  vessel.  Dickens  went 
down  to  the  lower  deck  and  then 
he  came  up  on  the  higher  deck  to 
investigate.  He  studied  each  group 
and  each  individual  carefully. 
Among  other  things  he  said: 

"Nobody  is  in  an  ill  temper.  No- 
body is  the  worse  for  drink.  No- 
body swears  an  oath  or  uses  a 
coarse  word.  Nobody  appears  de- 
pressed. Nobody  is  weeping,  and 
down  upon  the  deck  in  every  corner 


where  it  is  possible  to  find  a  few 
square  feet  to  kneel,  crouch,  or  lie 
in,  people  in  every  unsuitable  atti- 
tude for  writing  letters  are  writing 
letters."  Then  he  says:  "Now  I 
have  seen  emigrant  ships  before 
this  day  in  June,  and  these  people 
are  so  strikingly  different  from  all 
other  people  I  have  seen  in  like 
circumstances  whom  I  have  ever 
seen  that  I  wonder  aloud,  'What 
wouid  a  stranger  suppose  these 
emigrants  to  be?"  Then  he  adds: 
"What  is  in  store  for  the  poor 
people  on  the  shores  of  the  Great 
Salt  Lake?  What  happy  delusions 
they  are  labouring  under  now.  On 
what  miserable  blindness  their 
eyes  may  be  opened  then,  I  do  not 
pretend  to  say.  But  I  went  aboard 
their  ship  to  bear  testimony 
against  them  if  they  deserved  it,  as 
I  fully  believed  they  would.  To  my 
great  astonishment,  they  did  not 
deserve  it;  and  my  predispositions 
and  tendencies  must  not  affect  me 
as  an  honest  witness.  I  went  over 
the  Amazon's  side  feeling  it  im- 
jjOoSibie  to  deny  that  so  lar  some 
remarkable  influence  had  produced 
a  remarkable  result,  which  better 
Ku.own  influences  have  often 
missed." 

My  dear  fellow  workers,  lay 
members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ,  what  would  have  happened 
to  this  100  year  old  testimony  by 
a  world-renowned  author  if  those 
members  of  the  Church,  Brother 
Jobson,  Sister  Jobson  and  those 
other  humble  people  from  Wales, 
had  not  observed  the  principles  of 
good  conduct  in  the  Church?  What 
would  have  happened  if  they  had 
taken  the  Lord's  name  in  vain?  If 
they  had  taken  an  oath?  If 
Charles  Dickens  had  seen  them 
quarreling?  Instead,  not  an  oath 
did  he  hear.  He  saw  no  quarrel- 
ing, heard  no  bickering.  He  was 
compelled  to  say:  "Some  remark- 
able influence  had  produced  a  re- 
markable result  in  the  lives  of 
these  English  people,  which  better 
known  influences  have  often 
missed." 

In  other  words,  some  influence 
had  changed  men's  lives  and  made 
women  and   children  better  than 
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they  had  ever  been  before.  That 
is  the  mission  of  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  to  make  evil  minded 
men  and  women  good,  and  to 
make  good  men  and  women  better. 
In  other  words,  to  change  men's 
lives,  to  change  human  nature. 

Beverley  Nichols  (and  I  repeat 
what  I  have  said  before),  author 
of  "The  Fool  Hath  Said",  writes 
impressively  on  changing  of 
human  nature:  "You  can  change 
human  nature.  No  man  who  has 
felt  in  him  the  Spirit  of  Christ, 
even  for  half  a  minute,  can  deny 
this  truth,  the  one  great  truth  in 
a  world  of  little  lies.  You  do 
change  human  nature,  your  own 
human  nature,  if  you  surrender  it 
to  Him.  To  deny  this  is  only  to 
proclaim  yourself  as  an  un- 
educated fool. 

"Human  nature  can  be  changed, 
here  and  now. 

"Human  nature  must  be  changed, 
on  an  enormous  scale,  in  the 
future,  unless  the  world  is  to  be 
drowned  in  its  own  blood. 

"And  only  Christ  can  change  it 


"Twelve  men  did  quite  a  lot  to 
change  the  world,  nineteen 
hundred  years  ago.  Twelve  simple 
men,  with  only  the  wind  to  bear 
them  over  the  seas,  with  only  a 
few  pence  in  their  pockets  and  a 
shining  faith  in  their  hearts.  They 
fell  far  short  of  their  ideal,  their 
words  were  twisted  and  mocked, 
and  false  temples  were  built  over 
their  bones,  in  praise  of  a  Christ 
they  would  have  rejected.  And 
yet,  by  the  light  of  inspiration, 
many  of  the  world's  loveliest  things 


were    created,   and  many    of    the 
world's  finest  minds  inspired. 

"If  twelve  men  did  that  nine- 
teen hundred  years  ago,  what 
might  not  twelve  men  do  today? 
For  God  has  now  given  us  the 
power  of  whispering  across  space, 
of  transmitting  our  thoughts  from 
one  end  of  the  earth  to  another. 
What  shall  we  whisper — what  shall 
we  think?  That  is  the  question." 

To  be  just  a  lay  member  of  the 
Church  means  that  every  man  is  a 
Christian  gentleman,  that  every 
husband  is  true  to  the  ideals  of 
chastity,  that  every  young  boy  and 
every  young  girl  refrains  from  in- 
dulgence in  tobacco,  in  strong 
drink,  and  keeps  himself  or  herself 
free  from  the  sins  of  the  world. 
That  is  what  Mormonism  means  in 
daily  life.  If  you  are  called  upon 
to  render  service  in  any  position, 
render  it.  If  you  are  released,  you 
will  accept  your  release,  always  re- 
membering that  the  Church  is 
established  for  your  benefit,  and 
the  benefit  and  happiness  of  your 
children  and  your  children's  chil- 
dren. If  you  will  live  in  accord- 
ance with  these  humble  principles 
under  the  covenants  you  made  at 
the  water's  edge,  and  since  that 
time  in  Sacrament  Meetings,  and 
many  of  you  in  the  House  of  God, 
you  will  fill  a  noble  mission,  and 
God  will  reward  you. 

May  every  member  of  the 
Church  experience  this  trans- 
formation in  this  life,  and  so  live 
that  others,  seeing  his  good  deeds, 
may  be  led  to  glorify  our  Father 
in  Heaven,  I  humbly  pray  in  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ.    Amen.

I  AM  a  different  person.  I  have 
left  the  past  behind  and  I 
look  forward  to  the  future.  I  plan 
eve -its  to  come  and  I  love  to  mix 
with  people;  in  short,  I  am  glad 
to  be  alive. 

But  like  the  great  Cecil  Rhodes 
I  realize  that  "There  is  so  much  to 
do  and  so  little  time  in  which  to 
do  it." 

I  hear  you  say,  "What  do  you 
mean  by  being  different?"  Well 
let  me  tell  you. 

I  am  a  housewife;  not  a  very 
exciting  occupation  at  the  best  of 
times,  but  four  years  ago  it  was  a 
very  hum-drum  affair,  with  an 
occasional  party  or  bioscope  to 
break  its  monotony. 

In  attending  my  church  in 
those  days,  I  hoped  to  hear  a  good 
sermon,  but  to  be  truthful,  attend- 
ance was  more  from  anticipation 
of  an  outing  away  from  home  than 
anything  else.

Four  years  ago  two  young  Mor- 
mon missionaries  changed  all  that 
and  gave  me  something  to  live  for. 
I  was  converted  after  sixteen 
months  of  hard  labour  by  those 
Elders  and  with  the  help  of  prayer 
and  enlightenment  from  our 
Father  in  Heaven. 


With  so  many  activities,  I  now 
have  no  time  to  be  dull,  and  as  I 
'•aid  before,  I  love  every  minute  of 
it,  and  feel  sorry  for  those  people 
who  have  not  embraced  the 
Gospel. 

My  heart  swells  up  in  me  and  I 
am  full  of  joy  when  I  go  to  Ramah 
and  watch  the  new  converts  enter- 
ing the  waters  of  baptism.  As  I 
look  at  them  I  picture  in  my  mind 
how  the  men  will  one  day  gain 
the  Priesthood,  and  how  the  ladies 
will  become  sisters  in  the  Relief 
Society. 

I  am  president  of  our  Relief 
Society  and  it  is  my  firm  belief 
that  every  woman  in  the  Church 
should  belong  to  this  wonderful 
organization,  not  from  the  point 
of  duty,  but  for  the  uplifting  social 
environment  and  happy  associa- 
tion one  with  another.  I  have 
found  that  when  you  have  a  group 
of  people  working  together  for  the 
good  of  humanity  in  general,  you 
find  happiness. 

In  our  Relief  Society  we  have 
just  organized  a  Singing  Sisters 
Choir  for  which  I  serve  as  pianist, 
and  even  this  side-line  is  drawing 
the  sisters  closer  to  one  another.

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INTRODUCING  THE 


A  HOME  Sunday  School  was 
inaugurated  May  1st,  1955  by 
Elder  Orville  C.  Grigor  and  Wal- 
lace M.  Saling,  who  at  that  time 
were  labouring  in  the  Primrose, 
Germiston  area.  The  meetings 
were  held  in  the  home  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Clarence  Norbury,  where  the 
Elders  were  living. 

This  first  Sunday  School  brought 
an  attendance  of  six  children  and 
three  adults,  none  of  whom  were 
members  of  the  Church;  in  fact 
there  were  no  members  in  the 
area  at  that  time.  The  children 
came  from  the  neighbourhood  and 
the  adults  consisted  of  investiga- 
tors whom  the  Elders  had  con- 
tacted. 

The  home  Sunday  School  proved 
to  be  very  successful,  and  it  was 
decided  to  start  holding  an  even- 
ing service  the  first  of  which  was 
held  July  3.  1955.  Those  present 
at  this  meeting  included;  mem- 
bers-O,  missionaries-2  investiga- 
tors-6. 

On  the  23rd  of  October  1955  the 
first  Sacrament  meeting  was  held, 
as  earlier  in  the  day  four  mem- 
bers of  the  Norbury  family  had 
been  baptized  into  the  Church. 
In  the  spring  of  1956,  a  relief  So- 
ciety was  organized  to  help  bring 
the  sisters  closer  together.

Membership  and  attendance 
continued  to  grow  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  in  July  1957  the  hall  of 
English  Medium  School  in  Prim- 
rose was  procured  for  meetings, 
which  are  still  held  there  today.

THE  visit  of  Elder  and  Sister 
Harold  B.  Lee  to  our  Mission 
is  now  past  history,  but  the  incen- 
tive inspired  within  each  and 
every  one  for  greater  service  and 
stricter  adherence  to  Gospel  princi- 
ples belongs  to  the  future.  What 
a  glorious  three  weeks  for  Sister 
Fisher  and  me.  We  are  so  %i  atef  ul 
for  those  precious  days  and  the  end 
has  come  too  soon. 

One  of  our  greatest  joys,  was  to 
introduce  you,  our  members  and 
friends  to  Elder  and  Sister  Lee. 
We  were  proud  of  the  way  you  con- 
ducted and  presented  yourselves. 

The  various  speakers,  the 
musical  numbers,  the  congrega- 
singing,  the  prayers  offered  were 
of  the  highest  calibre  and  brought 
commendations  from  our  visitors. 
The  warmth  of  their  feeling  is 
beautifully  expressed  in  a  letter 
printed  elsewhere  in  this  issue. 

At  this  point  it  is  somewhat  diffi- 
cult to  appraise  the  great  spiritual 
blessing  derived  through  having  an 
Apostle  of  the  Lord  in  our  midst. 
Only  the  future  can  give  us  fully 
such  an  appraisal,  but  it  is  possible 
to  glimpse  the  great  potential  of 
these  blessings  when  we  consider 
the  accomplishments  of  Elder  Lee 
in  these  three  short  weeks.  Let 
me  review  in  brief  his  itinerary 
and  see  what  it  reveals. 

1.  Miles  travelled  in  touring  the 
mission  7,500.  You  might  well 
ask  how  could  miles  have  any- 
thing to  do  with  these  poten- 
tial blessings,  and  the  answer 
is  simple  — ;  those  miles  were 
filled  with  discussion  of  your 
problems;  filled  with  wise  coun- 
sel and  future  planning  for  the 
mission.  Every  mile  gave  Elder 
Lee  new  vision  of  this  great 
country  and  a  wider  under- 
standing of  our  problems. 

2.  Time  spent  in  delivering  ser- 
mons in  regular  scheduled  Dis- 
trict and  Branch  meetings.  16 
hours.  Sixteen  hours  of  teaching 
and  expounding  the  gospel.  Fif- 


teen sermons  and  not  one  re- 
peated yet  all  pleading  for  us 
to  live  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

3.  Time  spent  in  instructing  and 
interviewing  79  missionaries — 22 
hours.  What  a  thrilling  exper- 
ience for  our  missionaries  to 
have  a  personal  interview,  and 
receive  instruction  and  counsel 
from  one  of  the  Special  Wit- 
nesses to  the  work  in  which  we 
are  engaged. 

4.  Administrations  and  blessings — 
20.  As  one  who  received  a 
blessing  I  can  bear  solemn  wit- 
ness to  the  power  and  healing 
influence  of  this  man  of  faith. 

5.  Ordinations  to  Melchizedek 
Priesthood  and  setting  apart  for 
positions  —  8. 

In  addition  there  were  numerous 
personal  interviews  with  members. 
Hundreds  shook  hands  with  Elder 
Lee  and  received  his  blessing  and 
a  few  words  of  encouragement  and 
commendation. 

We  have  estimated  that  1,250 
(approximately  50%)  of  our  mis- 
sion membership  attended  one  or 
more  services  where  Elder  and 
Sister  Lee  were  present.  Many 
travelled  long  distances  and  not 
one  went  away  disappointed.  We 
will  not  forget  ever,  I  am  sure,  the 
beauty  and  spirit  of  these  services. 
The  dedication  of  "Ramah", 
"Durban"  and  "Port  Elizabeth" 
chapels  holds  special  interest  and 
will  be  remembered  as  the  loveliest 
and  most  important  event  in 
branch  history. 

As  I  reflect  on  these  things  my 
heart  is  full  of  gratitude  to  the 
Lord  for  the  great  honour  and 
blessing  that  has  come  to  our  Mis- 
sion these  past  few  weeks.  We  are 
also  grateful  to  you  our  faithful  and 
devoted  members  for  the  part  you 
played  in  making  Elder  and  Sister 
Lee's  visit  such  a  great  success. 

We  honour  and  love  you  for  your 
faithfulness.  We  are  conscious  of 
the  great  effort  you  put  forth  as 
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evidenced  by  the  cleanliness  of  our 
meeting  places  (owned  or  other- 
wise), the  beautiful  floral  arrange- 
ments; the  lovely  music;  the  well 
prepared  talks;  the  record  break- 
ing attendance  in  all  of  our  meet- 
ings; your  sincere  welcome  and 
last  but  not  least  the  tokens  of 
esteem  you  so  liberally  presented 
to  our  visitors. 

Our  hearts  are  warmed  as  we 
contemplate  these  things  and  all 
credit  is  due  to  you  our  fellow 
workers. 

We  take  occasion  to  congratu- 
late members  in  outlying  branches 
and  particularly  those  who 
travelled  so  far  to  attend  the  ser- 
vices and  meet  Elder  and  Sister 
Lee.  We  make  special  mention  of 
Bloemfontein,  Welkom,  East  Lon- 
don, Bulawayo,  Gwelo  and  out  of 
branch  members.  We  congratu- 
late also  our  Missionaries  who 
worked  so  hard  to  inspire  investi- 
gators with  a  desire  to  attend  our 
services.  It  is  estimated  that  up- 
wards of  200  friends  and  investiga- 
tors were  privileged  to  meet  and 
hear  Elder  Lee. 

We  thank  those  who  assisted  us 
in  making  a  short  visit  to  Kruger 


National  Park  and  Victoria  Falls. 
Elder  and  Sister  Lee  were  deeply 
impressed  and  leave  with  a  greater 
appreciation  of  this  lovely  country. 
All  of  these  things  have  signifi- 
cance and  relate  to  Elder  Lee's 
visit  among  us.  Greater  than  all 
else,  however,  is  our  reaction  to 
the  messages  and  instructions  we 
received. 

The  words  oft  time  repeated  by 
Elder  Lee  seems  to  wrap  up  in  one 
parcel  so  to  speak  all  that  he 
hoped  to  accomplish. 

"The  greatest  gift  you  could 
possibly  give  me  would  be  to  live 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  and 
prepare  yourselves  to  meet  the 
great  day  of  judgment."  "If," 
said  Elder  Lee,  "we  do  not  meet 
again  in  this  life,  may  we  all  be 
so  blessed  to  meet  in  the  King- 
dom beyond." 

With  all  my  heart  I  hope  we 
will  follow  this  admonition.  If 
we  will  all  live  the  commandments 
of  God,  our  future  holds  great 
promise  and  we  will  in  very  deed 
oring  into  fruition  the  purpose  for 
which  Elder  and  Sister  Lee  were 
sent  among  us.
